CITY ‘HOLDS 
LINE’ WITH 
SAME RATE 


"You've been asking for values," the merchants say. Well, 
dramatic bargains await shoppers next week as Sierra Madre 
girds for city-wide Dollar Days. 

The huge merchandising event is scheduled for Thursday, 
Friday and Saturday, Sept. 4, 5 and 6. 

And this week, local business¬ 
men and women are busily 
completing last-minute prepa¬ 
rations for the sales program 
which they promise will be “the 
biggest Sierra Madre has ever 
seen.” 

The sale will feature out¬ 
standing Dollar items and 
"back-to-school” specials. 

It comes at a strategic time 
for mothers who are hustling to 
get their children ready for the 
opening of .school. Last year’s 
early fall Dollar Days was hail¬ 
ed as a great success by both 
shoppers and businessmen. 

As an extra service to shop¬ 
pers, free taxi rides will be pro¬ 
vided to and from the down¬ 
town district to anyone living 
within the CUster telephone 
prefix area. The Wistaria Cab 
Company will have three taxis 
operating for the occasion. 

Stores will remain open P'ri- 
day evening until S) o’clock for 
the convenience of wives and 
husbands who work during the 
day. 

Virtually all retail .stores are 
participating in the merchan¬ 
dising attractions. 

Next Thursday’s NBiWS will 
be a special Dollar Days Edi¬ 
tion. 


Sierra Madre's city tax rote 
for the fiscal year. 1952-53, has 
been set at S1.47 per $100 of as¬ 
sessed valuation. 

This makes it the third con¬ 
secutive year that the city 
councilmen have established 
this same rate per cent of 
taxes for municipal purposes. 

The action, which came at 
Tuesday night’s meeting of the 
council, passed without discus¬ 
sion except for Mayor Henry F. 
Korsmeier’s remark that it was 
the same amount as last year. 

Although the rate remains 
the same, the actual amount of 
revenue needed to be raised 
through taxation has increased 
by $11,059.22 over the 1951-52 
amount which was $101,384.77. 
The total tax levy for this new 
year was set at $112,443.99. 

This amount will be raised 
on an assessed valuation for 
Sierra Madre of $7,649,250 — a 
figure $539,020 larger than the 
as.sp.s.sed valuation of last year, 
which was $7,110,230. 

Actually, it was this in¬ 
creased assessed valuation fig¬ 
ure that made possible the 
same J.ax rate in spite of big¬ 
ger tax levy figure. 

As in years past, the city’s 
general fund was set at $1 per 
$100 assessed valuation, the 
logally-allowable amount. The 
balance of the $1.47 rate is in¬ 
cluded in the following: 

Library fund, 15 cents; main¬ 
tenance and improvement of 
public parks, 7 cents (a de¬ 
crease of 6 cents); and the in¬ 
terest and sinking funds, 25 
cents (an increase of 6 cents). 

The 1952-53 assessed valua¬ 
tion figure for Sierra Madre is 
broken down as follows: value 
of land, $3,051,360; value of im¬ 
provements, $4,146,290; value of 
personal property, $594,850; 
value of public utilities, $578,- 
100; less exemptions, $721,350. 


SWIM CLASS 
ENROLLS 75 
NEW PUPILS 




Seventy-five youngsters en¬ 
rolled Tuesday for the second 
session of the Red Cross-spon- 
.sored “Learn to Swim Cam¬ 
paign” at the Canyon Pool.

"School opens on Ibe 11th. so 
our course actually is limited 
to 10 full days,” explained Mrs.

The note was concluded with 
the explanation that "this sug¬ 
gestion is offered in the interest 
of everyone and we hope it will 
be well received."

A scribbled note stating that 
a "Bob Meyer.s” had been kid¬ 
naped was found in a plastic 
box floating in the ocean off 
Long Beach .Moiid.jy iiioiiiijig. 

Long Beach police wont to 
work immediately and enlisted 
the aid of .several police depart¬ 
ments, including Pasadena’s 
and Sierra Madre’s. 

The Pasadena station thought 
the victim might live at 282 
W. Sierra Madre boulevard. 
This address turned out to bo 
the radio shop of Ed Meyer. 

Local officers checked with 
Mr. Meyer, who said the only 
Bob Meyer he knew was his 10- 
year-old son. 

Contacted at his home at 635 
E. Grandview, Bob professed no 
knowledge of the note, plastic 
box, or alleged kidnaping. 

'Phe note had said: “Help, be¬ 
ing kidnaped to Catalina, 
(signed) Bob Meyers.” 

Police were inclined to think 
it was ali a hoax—or, at least, 
the "Bob Meyers” was not froni 
Sierra Madre.

PROPOSED EXPANSION MAY 
FORCE FIRM OUT OF TOWN 


Cornerstone ceremonies are 
planned for Sunday, Aug. 31, at 
the new Trinity Presbyterian 
Church building, now nearing 
completion at .3740 Sierra Madre 
boulevard, Hastings Ranch. 

At 12:15 p.m., immediately 
following the worship service at 
the .Sierra Madre Woman's 
Clubhouse, the church congre¬ 
gation will move on masse to 
the building site. 

The brief rites will be con¬ 
ducted by the Rev. Donald H. 
Ostrander, pastor. 

William Schmidt, an official 
of the local Presbyterian 
Church, pointed out that the 
event will give members of the 
congregation and friends “the 
eagerly-awaited chance to in¬ 
spect the new building which 
is now rapidly nearing comple¬ 
tion. 

“We hope to occupy the 
church in the very near future,” 
he added. 


Proposed expansion plans of the R. A. Hawks Company may 
have to include moving out of town, it was disclosed this week. 

Owner Richard A. Hawks said this move was in “very tenta¬ 
tive stages” of planning, "but a definite possibility.” 

He explained that some form of plant expansion probably 
will be necessary, but whether 
the company will remain in 
Sierra Madre or move to Pasa¬ 
dena still has to be decided. 

'Phe manufacturing concern 
owns property (100x196 feet) 
directly across the street on 
East Montecito and might be 
able to purchase adjoining lots 
to the west for a new plant. The 
company’s lot, however, is used 
at present for parking employ¬ 
ees’ cars. 

“That’s the Number One prob¬ 
lem—parking,” Mr. Hawks said. 

He pointed out that if the 
parking lot were u.sed for con¬ 
struction it would put most of 
the cars out onto the street, and 
parking on that portion of East 
Montecito is restricted to two 
hours. 

The Number Two problem, he 
continued, is “the general feel¬ 
ing in town that industry is 
somewhat undesirable.’’ 

The city as a whole never has 
been too Interested in manufac¬ 
turing, Mr. Hawks pointed out. 


As for Pa.sadena, he said a cer¬ 
tain locality is being investi¬ 
gated—one that is highly re¬ 
strictive in character but en¬ 
courages the right typo of in¬ 
dustry. 

“The question boils down to 
this,” Owner Hawks concluded. 
"Why invest $100,000 in Sierra 
Madre when we can better our- 
.selves in Pasadena?” 

He emphasized, however, that 
he was not trying to campaign 
or gripe. “I’m merely trying to 
state the problem as we see it 
and say what may happen.” 

“I love Sierra Madre, my fam¬ 
ily lived here, and we have al¬ 
ways had extremely fine rela¬ 
tions with both the business 
and townspeople,” the manu¬ 
facturer stated. 

A spokesman at the Stewart 
B. McCulloch Company, another 
manufacturing firm on East 
Montecito, also voiced the need

City Votes $300 
For Training 
CD Instructors

SCHOOL STARTS SOON, KIDS 


The expenditure of $300 was 
approved by City Council Tues¬ 
day night for the training of in¬ 
structors in Sierra Madre’s Civil 
Defense organization. 

Under the program, local 
men will be trained by the 
state and become instructors in 
matters pertaining to civilian 
defense. The expenditure was 
recommended by Col. Charles 
Gildart, associate CD director 
for Sierra Madre.

Time is running out on that favorite time of the year 
summer. And with its departure, children and youths must again 
take their places in classrooms. 

Here’s a rundown on the bad news (possibly good news, ii 
you’re a parent): 

City School students will bo gypped out of two days of free¬ 
dom. They report back on Thursday, Sept. 11, while most of the 
other schools do not open until Monday, the 15th. 

The Sept. 15th opening date is the case for all Pasadena 
City Schools, including junior highs and junior colleges, and for 
Ascension Parish Day School (excepting kindergarteners, who 
report on the 16th). 

A spokesman at St. Rita’s School preferred not to announce 
yet when that school will open. "It’s scheduled for Sept. 15, 
but the building program may delay our opening for a week,” 
she said. 

Sierra Madre public school teachers will report for work on 
Monday, Sept. 8. Monday and 'Wednesday are planned as “orien¬ 
tation days” and will be devoted to planning the school year 
and taking inventory of each classroom. A staff meeting also 
Is scheduled with Miss Bernice Bryan, coordinator of the Science 
Program for the Los Angeles County schools. 


Water Projects Aired 


It was pointed out that new 
mains actually are not needed 
yet on Highland, but this street 
is scheduled for repaving any¬ 
way.

The* outright purchase of 60 
rolls of roofing paper was 
okayed by the council for re¬ 
pairing the roof of the Grove 
Street Reservoir. Cost of the pa¬ 
per is not to exceed $200.
